  (ii) individuals considered by the United Nations Working Group on Arbitrary Detention to be detained arbitrarily in China, including Tibetans, Uyghurs, and individuals who are members of the Falun Gong; 
  (iii) individuals who are democracy, labor, environmental, or free speech advocates; 
  (iv) individuals who are petitioners or bloggers; 
  (v) individuals accused in governmental anti-corruption campaigns; and

  (i) In general The President shall submit each subsequent report required by this subsection on December 10, or the first day thereafter on which both Houses of Congress are in session, of— 
  (I) the calendar year in which the initial report is submitted if the initial report is submitted before December 10 of such calendar year; and 
  (II) each subsequent calendar year. 
  (ii) Congressional statement Congress notes that December 10 of each calendar year has been recognized in the United States and internationally since 1950 as  Human Rights Day and thus the importance of December 10 of each calendar year as the date of submission of the subsequent reports required by this subsection. 
  (b) Form of report 
  (1) In general The report required by subsection (a) shall be submitted in unclassified form, but may include a classified annex. 
  (2) Exception The name of an individual who is national of the People’s Republic of China to be included in the list required by subsection (a)(1) by reason of the imposition of sanctions pursuant to section 3 may be submitted in the classified annex authorized by paragraph (1) only if the President— 
  (A) determines that it is vital for the national security interests of the United States to do so; and 
  (B) uses the annex in a manner consistent with congressional intent and the purposes of this Act. 
  (c) Public availability 
  (1) In general The unclassified portion of the report required by subsection (a) shall be made available to the public, including through publication in the Federal Register. 
  (2) Nonapplicability of confidentiality requirement with respect to visa records The President shall publish the list required by subsection (a)(1) without regard to the requirements of section 222(f) of the Immigration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1202(f)) with respect to confidentiality of records pertaining to the issuance or refusal of visas or permits to enter the United States. 
  9. Report by Comptroller General to Congress on implementation of this Act 
  (a) In general Not later than 1 year after the date of submission of the initial report to Congress under section 8, the Comptroller General of the United States shall submit to the appropriate congressional committees a report on the following: 
  (1) A description and assessment of the process— 
  (A) to determine whether an individual who is a national of the People’s Republic of China has engaged in an activity described in section 3 and whether sanctions under section 3 should be imposed with respect to the individual;  
  (B) to determine whether the identity of an individual who is a national of the People’s Republic of China with respect to which the President has imposed sanctions pursuant to section 3 should be classified; and 
  (C) whether the inclusion of the identity of an individual who is a national of the People’s Republic of China in the unclassified version of the report has had any noticeable positive benefits in curtailing gross violations of internationally recognized human rights in the People’s Republic of China. 
  (2) An assessment of the implementation of this Act. 
  (b) Consultation The Comptroller General shall consult with the appropriate congressional committees and nongovernmental organizations for purposes of preparing the report required by subsection (a).
